The show windows of Garry Bros., corner 
of Grand pud Allen streets, were almost en­ 
tirely demolished; over 100 panes of glass 
in Ridley’» building, 011 tho opposite *ide of 
the street, were « haltered, and every gas 
lamp o n b<» th « ides of the street, from Eld- 
rid ge to Orchard, was extinguished,” 
An examination made a few minutes 
Hfter tin* explosion 
co nv inco d the police 
that an attem pt had been made to blo w up 
G arry’s « tore with dy namite, aud the blame 
wa» at once thro wn o n the Dry 
Go o ds 
Equality as« cciation, 
which held regular

street. 
On acco unt of 
trouble between the Garry Bro s, and mem­

the prohibition by law of the appropriation 
of pu blic mon eys for the su pport of or u se 
by in stitu tion s u n d er the man agemen t an d 
in flu en ce of secu lar d en omin ation s; by the 
repeal of all laws compellin g the observ an ce 
of an y d ay as a Sabbath or holy d ay, or en ­ 
forcin g the paymen t of legislativ e chaplain ­ 
cies, or establishin g special religiou s d av 3 to 
bo observ ed by pu blic au thority.

I buve met many feminine 
c respondents—in fact, i think I may say 
that I have 
met all of any conseq uence in 
this country at least—and I have found they 
are entitled more to sympathy than 
to 
censure. 
There are two kinds. The timid and lady­ 
like young woman who makes a living, and 
by no means a good one, by collecting social 
news, describing the costumes of parvenus 
and writing up marriages and social enter­ 
tainments, forms one kind. 
The other kind 
consists of women who write clever essays 
and bright letters of travela, etc.

Speaking of poverty, I understand that 
it is being felt by the Chinese population, 
that first great cause of its appearance 
among the whites, 
I was talking with the 
secretary of the Six Companies, and he 
told me that business was almost a t a 
standstill among 
Chinese merchants, 
on 
acconnt of their inability te find a m arket 
for their goods. 
He tells me that owing to 
the fact that there is no railroad work going 
on, and nothing doing on the levees that a 
great number of Chinese are out of employ­ 
ment, and many of them actually starving. 
This of course affects the business of the 
merchants very materially, and he predicts 
that unie.« some more railroad or other 
enterprises are started, there will be great 
distress among the coolies, and some sériera? 
failures a mon/* the business men in China­ 
town. 
I asked how Lie accounted for the con­ 
tinued influx of Chinese into the country, 
when there is no work for them to do, and 
he answered rae that there were as many 
fools among his people as among mine, and 
distant hills see mud just as green to them. 
That the people in China heard of the high 
wages pai l here to Chinamen, and they were 
wild to get hero, but he could not see what 
they were going to do, as the country was 
now full of unemployed Mongols. 
My in­ 
formant 8peaks English perfectly and flu­ 
ently, and guve me much information about 
his race. 
CHRISTIANIZING CHINAMEN. 
Ho said that the idea of Christianizing 
them was an absurdity, as they had now a 
good deal more religion than was good for 
them, and that they are even more bigoted 
than the Christians which he remarked 
was entirely unnecessary. 
He said it was 
true they 
attended 
Sunday schools 
to 
some extent but it was only to learn to 
speak English and get 
an insight into 
Christian modes of life. 
“You see, ” said he, 
“a Chinaman who understands English, and 
is conversant with European modes of life 
can get more wages than an ignorant ooolia, 
and why should lie not be willing to be 
taught, when it does not cost anythiug, ex­ 
cept a small libation to his particular God 
to placate his wrath at his servant, for hav­ 
ing associated with the ‘foreign devtlV 
a n i taken part in their absurd religion. 
That was the way he put it. 
He also remarked that it would be a per­ 
fect godsend to China if the Christian mis­ 
sionaries could convert his people to their 
belief. 
“Not,” said he, “because 
I think it is 
any better than the religion of Buddha, or 
any other religion, for no one has been to 
the other side, and therefore no one know« 
who is right, but if the Chiasse were Chris­ 
tians it would be the means of opening up a 
great fleld of labor in C hina” 
CHINESE SUPERSTITION. 
“You sea there are good coal fields there, 
as also many valuable minerals, but the 
superstition of the people prevents them 
from being worked. 
The mountains in 
China are covered with graves, and should 
the dead be disturbed, there would be an 
in-urrection, as the people believe that such 
an action would result in the damnation of 
the souls of their doparted. 
Therefore, no 
m atter how willing the government might 
be to allow these mines to be wcrke I, they 
dare not for fear of a rebellion. 
I tell you,” 
said he, “China is a fearfully priest-ridden 
country. 
The pria-ta arc a lazy, selfish, 
good-for-nothing set, and the men do not 
take much stock in them, but they have an 
awful strong holl on the m inis of the 
women, and the wives there have jus; a* 
much influence as they have here. 
The 
men don’t care to have any trouble, so they 
let them have their own way.” 
I asked him if ho thought the women in 
this country had as much influence as he 
said they had, an 1 be answered, “Oh, yes, 
they don’t vote, you know, but then the 
men have to vote as the w< man tell them. 
It is just the same thing.” 
I asked him 
where he got his information about Am eri­ 
can women, and he said from the Chinese 
house servants. 
They told him how the 
wives and daughters bodied the men. 
CHATTERING SERVANTS. 
I said I had always th< ught tout China 
men were very close-mouthed about what 
went on in homes where they worked, but 
he said that was not so; that while tbey 
did not apeak to Europeans 
about what 
went on, they had lots 
to say among 
themselves. 
“And,” said he, ‘“they’ll tell 
some funny stories, 
I tell you if their em­ 
ployers heard some of the storiee they tell, 
their hair would stand on end. 
I know lute 
about San Francisco life from hearing the 
house servants talk in Chinatown. 
Thu 
Americans look upon the Chinaman as a 
stupid pig, but ne see« and understan ds a 
goal deal more than they think. 
He sees a 
good deal more than an American in hie po­ 
sition would for he is looked upon as a st» - 
pid animal, but there is very little that go©* 
on that he doe« not observe, and retail 
among his frten is, and they have lots o! 
fun among themselves retailing their exp**

Petit Journal, the circulation of which, at 
the present moment, exceeds 900,000, ’and 
before the end of the year, thanks to the ex­ 
citement of election tim es it win certainly 
reach the unparalied circulation of 1,000,00J 
copies a day. 
According to the latest sta­ 
tistics there are in France about C,000,000 
persons who read newspapers, and adm it­ 
ting that each copy of The Petit Journal is 
read by three or four persons, which is a 
low average, one may say that The Petit 
Journal is read by half the reading popula­ 
tion of Franca 
The Saturday literary sup­ 
plement of The Petit Journal, although it 
has only just completed the first year of its 
existence, has already attained a circula­ 
tion of 900,000 copies, and is able to promise 
its readers original contributions by Zola 
Halevy, Sardou, Dumas, Claretle, 
Daudet, 
etc. 
The results obtained by The Petit Journal 
are certainly marvelous, and its chief edi­ 
tor, M. Henri Escofller (Thomas Grimm) 
has displayed rem arkable tact and modéra 
tion in working the paper up to its present 
position. 
Owing to the immense number 
and variety of its readers, its articles must 
be absolutely moderate, unmilitaut, and un 
obtrusive in the expression of opinion, 
single word too strong, too decided, too pos­ 
itively expressive, in one direction is enough 
to cause an immediate decrease of 30,000 or 
40,000 in the circulation. 
Even in the state 
ment of mere news, of a street accident, for 
instance, the slightest departure from strict 
moderation is immediately felt in the sale*. 
The choice of the feuilletons is eq ually 
delicate. 
Boisgoby, Jules de Gastyne, Jules 
Mary, Moutepin, Bouvier and Emile Hiche- 
bourg are the favorites, and the publication 
of a sentimental romance of the latter gen 
tlemau in Tha Petit Journal suffices 
to 
a ttra c t 100,000 new readers, while a feuille­ 
ton by some other writer will cause a cor­ 
responding dim unitioa 
The m ilitant in­ 
fluence of Tha Petit Journal may bo very 
g rea t 
At the time, for instance, of Mar­ 
shal MacMahon’s attempted coup d’e ta t in 
1877, the steady, calm and imperturbably 
moderate campaign of this little paper in 
favor of the republic was decisive in secur­ 
ing France from the grip of the reaction­ 
aries. 
At this moment, now that politics Is dull, 
The Petit Journal owes the continuous in­ 
crease of its circulation mainly to its ex­ 
cellent and useful articles on practical m at­ 
ters, savings banks, and everything that con­ 
cerns the economy and interests of those 
who work. 
We must not forget, also, the 
great attraction, the Two Romaus feuil­ 
leton. 
Since this method of publication 
was discovered by the founders of Le Siecle, 
about 1840, no newspaper in France has 
been able to exists without a feuilleton novel. 
The last attem pt to dispense with it was 
made by the Franco-American Matin, but 
a few weeks sufficed to convince its pro­ 
prietors that it was useless to struggle 
against a tradition which was backed up by 
aÜ the women of France.
